Nahum Buchman gives an excellent characterization of 
Archie, the good-natured bartender. He plays his part with 
feeling and the naturalness of a simple and honest man. 
Arie Kutai captivates his audience by his portrays! of a 
nonchalant, pleasure-loving literary critic, who despises the 
boorishness of government officials. Misha Asharov gives a 
consistent portrayal of a tough official, who is nothing more 
than a blind tool in the service of his superiors.

“The Slaughter of the Innocents” was written in 1952, 
when McCarthyism ran amok in the U.S. But only the 
ignorant or blind could interpret i¢ as a diatribe against a 
purely American phenomenon. The play is first and foremost 
an invective against every tyrant who pretends to rule in 
the name of the people (and what tyrant does not pretend 
this?). In Saroyan’s writing and Peter Frye's production 
there emerge basic ideas of spiritual fear which does not 
leave man because it is deeply implanted in his inner soul. 
Saroyan’s work also contains a bitter satire on communist 
regimes and on totalitarianism in general, the strongest, 
and most perfect expression of which is te be found im the 
antiutopias of George Orwell.
